THAT KENTUCKY BLUE 
GRASS MAY HAIL 
FROM IOWA OR S. DAK. 





If your’re one of ‘the mil- 
lions of home owners who is 
waiting for spring weather 
so you can put ‘a little bit 
of ole Kentucky” into your 
lawn in the form of Kentucky 
blue grass, the chances are 
one in three that you may be 
adding a little bit of South 
Dakota or Iowa. 

Recent seed production fig- 
ures show that in 1957 these 
two states were the leaders 
in the production of Kentucky 
bluegrass seed with Missouri 
third and Kentucky itself in 
fourth place. Actually, Ken- 
tucky bluegrass is a native of 
Northern Europe and the cool- 
er parts of Asia, so we’re 
told. It was even known to the 
Greeks in the time of Socra- 
tes. 

It was first brought to Amer- 
ica, to Virginia, by Sir Walter 
Raleigh, and spread rapidly 
into the Ohio valley. It was 
waiting forDaniel Boone when 
he reached Kentucky, and 
that’s where it got its name.

Mr. McIntyre told the Ro- 
tarians that the Russians de- 
cided that if they are going 
to control the world, they must 
start in the schools. He said 
the Soviet Union is producing 
3.5 times as many scientists 
each year as the U.S. 

The speaker forecast a 75 
per cent increase in school en- 
rollments in the U.S. during 
the next 10 years, reporting 
the growth problem is just now 
reaching the colleges. From 
personal experience, he rela- 
ted how Stanford university is 
now admitting only one of ev- 
ery 15 qualified prospective 
students. 

Regarding the teacher short- 
age, Mr. McIntyre said Cali- 
fornia alone needs 17,500 new 
teachers every year. With the 
colleges producing about half 
of this requirement each 
year, the schools are only ob- 
taining the services of about 
one-third of them, the others 
choosing not to teach for var- 
ious reasons. He also spoke of 
the renewed interest in gifted 
children.

Study Your Candidates, 
Get Ready For Future 


Pictures of the eight candidates for the Upland city 
council were published in The Upland News a week 
ago for a very good reason. We wanted the public to 
get better acquainted with the people who are going 
to play a very important role in our government. 





Three. of the eight candidates will be elected April 
6. As far as we know, no real community-wide issues 
are involved. The issue is very simple — select the 
three candidates best qualified to establish the best 
policies for the next four years, 


The city council is a policy-making body. The 
policy can be one of extravagance, of extreme econo- 
my or of reasonable outlay for public services. The 
policy can be one of medicore standards for subdivi- 
sions or unusually high restrictions can be required 
for commercial and residential development. 


The. eight candidates in alphabetical order are; 
Marvin Dunn, an employe of a food market; Abner 
Haldeman, business manager of Upland college and 
an incumbent city councilman; Douglas E. Harp, em- 
ploye of Kaiser Steel Co.; Philip E. Holden, manager 
of the Ontario Water Co., and a resident in the citrus 
area; Jack S. Isom, a builder and active leader in a 
sportsmen’s organization; Jarvis J. Leman, secretary of 
Upland Lemon Growers Assn., and President of the 
Upland board of education; Daniel W. Maher, a citrus 
grower and a salesman and a long-time member of 
the Upland city planning commission, and Mrs. Bea- 
trice S. Riggs, who is president of the Upland Woman's 
club and a realtor. 


Each candidaie has good qualities but you may 
think some are better qualified than others, Study the 
candidates, ask your friends about them. They are 
going to be the top leaders in running your city. 


Educational Record 


This nation’s educational set-up has been receiv- 
ing much criticism of late. When the furor subsides and 
when America’s position in reaching outer space is 
more firmly established, a different viewpoint will be 
expressed. Then, our schools will be the object of less 
criticism. 


Even in California, there are compiaints about 
how much science has been overlooked and how 
much our schools are lacking in the so-called funda- 
mental subjects. 


But look at the California record: 


Of the 16 key scien 
Laboratory, 10 got a public high school education in 
this state. The average age of the 10 California scien- 
tists on the project is 34.4 years. Eight hold degrees 


from the California Institute of Technology. 


Doubtless, there is ample room for improvement 
in our educational System, as many a critic has sug- 
gested since Sputnik started us soul searching. But it 
is obvious we have no serious shortage of superior 
Students in California — or superior teachers either. 


The Final Big Boom 


The occupantional hazard of the soldier is violent 
death. 

Such death came the other day to Lieutenant - 
Colonel Raymond E. Evans, the first man to die in 
America’s newest and fastest jet plane, The plane 
crashed in a test flight near Hamilton Air Force base. 


Considerable advance publicity was given this 
Plane, which can make a terrific sonic boom that can 
break a window and scare people. People living 
around air bases have complained of this sort of 
thing — telephoning newspapers and writing letters 
of complaint. 

é A day or so before his death, Lt.-Col. Evans, made 
this comment; “It's better to have an occasional sonic 
boom than the one final big boom.” 

This soldier gave up a life that was sweet in its 
fullness. He was only 36 years of age and left a wife 
and two children. Things like this happen to soldiers. 

It isn’t likely, though, that there'll be many more 
Protesting telephone calls and letters from People an- 
noyed by the sonic booms in the Hamilton Air Force 
base area — for awhile anyway.
